other,”

said. 
The Russian g o v­ 
ernm ent is in the 
s a m e 
situation. 
Theoretically, it Is 
not a governm ent, 
and Ru ssia is not 
a nation. 
It 
en­ 
visages 
an a g e 
when there shall 
be no more n a ­ 
tions, and no more governm ents. It 
Is a system ; it includes, not a ce r­ 
tain territory or people, over which 
it is 
sovereign, 
but 
all 
people, 
everyw here, who live under social­ 
ism, adm inistered by soviets. Since, 
under the theory of economic de­ 
term ination, this is held to be the 
inevitable evolution of a il peoples, 
the Soviet governm ent m arks, not 
the local sovereignty of one people, 
but the unlocatable system of one 
stage of hum an development. 
It 
includes, actually, those who have, 
a t any p articular moment, reached 
th a t stage, and potentially', all o th ­ 
ers as they reach it. Thus, between 
it and the national governm ents of 
the W estern world, 
there 
is 
no 
common language. You can ask no 
question about one w hich means 
anything in term s of the other. 
Th is is the reason we get 
no­ 
w here in discussing w ith Russian 
Com m unists w hat seem to us the 
m ost obvious questions. W ill Ru s ­ 
sia cease spreading propaganda in 
W e stern nations, for the overthrow 
o f their system s of 
governm ent? 
Th a t depends 0 1 1 who is "Ru ssia.” 
Th e Russian "governm ent,” as the 
W e s t would define it, w ill cheerfully 
agree to do so. B u t the Com m unist 
Th ird Internationale 
w ill' not. 
Is 
th a t Internationale an Integral part 
of the Russian governm ent? The 
question thus stated 
in 
W estern 
language, is meaningless, and there­ 
fore unanswerable, 
in 
term s 
of 
Russia. D id Russia send funds in 
the B ritish coal strike, to help make 
it revolutionary? Tho Russian labor 
unions certain ly did. 
Is 
that the 
same thing as the governm ent do­ 
ing it? The question is meaningless, 
in a country where there is no d is­ 
tinction between governm ental and 
non-governmental. And certainly, if 
the “ U S S R” (there is no "Ru s s ia ” 
any' more) is not a governm ent, but 
a stage of evolution, how shall it 
discuss w hether it 
w ill 
"refrain 
from ” that evolution proceeding in 
its natural and inevitable 
course? 
The question, on these Russian a s ­ 
sumptions, is meaningless. And any 
answ er to it w hich would 
mean 
anything, on Russian theory, would 
b % meaningless in W e stern terms. 
I f you have understood this 
ex­ 
planation, you understand. If you 
have not, that is exactly the point 
of it.

E T actually, these Russian lead ­ 
ers, as practical men, are ru n ­ 
ning a national governm ent, in a 
nationalized world, and 
they 
are 
under the new policy, becoming in ­ 
creasingly anxious to enter into n a ­ 
tional relations to other 
nations. 
Th e y are especially eager for A m e r­ 
ican recognition. If you ask 
them 
“ W h a t good would recognition do 
you if you had it ? ” they answ er in ­ 
stan tly and unanimously', “ loans.” 
Th e y w ant to 
borrow 
A m erican 
money, to develop their n atio nal­ 
ized governm ental industries, 
and 
they court the private investm ent of 
A m erican capital, in p rivate cap i­ 
talistic industries in Russia. Th ey 
have, they say, a 
billion 
dollars 
w orth of concessions to offer 
to 
A m erican investors, on 
attractive 
term s, but they see no likelihood of 
doing business on a large scare u n ­ 
til recognition.

H 
O W ' far, then, w ill the 
present 
Russian 
governm ent 
go, 
in 
m eeting the Am erican 
conditions 
fo r recognition? One m ay not quote 
direct authority, but the follow ing 
is the know n position of the g o v­ 
ernm ent. 
Th e Russian governm ent 
stands 
read y to "negotiate” on all the m at­ 
ters mentioned in President 
Cool- 
idge’s speech on recognition. Since 
Jt is a m atter of negotiation, it is 
im possible to say in advance just 
the term s of the fin al agreement, 
but the Russians would not be in ­ 
clined to stickle on details. There 
are three points to meet; A m erican 
p rivate claim s; the recognition 
of 
form er Russian governm ental debts, 
and propaganda. 
A s 
to the 
private 
claim s, 
the 
Ru ssian governm ent would prefer 
to deal w ith the private claim ants 
them selves, to satisfy them before 
the governm ental negotiations are 
concluded so that no 
precedents 
m a y arise. 
A s to the national debts, there is 
no objection 
to 
recognizing 
the 
K eren sky debts, since 
they 
are 
p ractically a ll owed to Am erica, and 
do not constitute a precedent else­ 
w here. 
The Russian 
governm ent 
-would be ready to be liberal, as the 
A m erican governm ent is known to 
be generous, in the m atter of the 
am ount of actu al paym ent to be 
m ade on those 
debts. 
In 
mere 
aiyount, the C zarist debts would be 
no insuperable obstacle, if Am erica 
o n ly w ere concerned,- but their re ­ 
cognition, tow ard A m erica, would 
be a precedent of staggering im ­ 
possibility, as to F ran ce and B r it ­ 
ain. If some tolerable compromise 
could first be made 
w ith 
those 
countries, there would be no trou­ 
ble regarding Am erica.

But his personal wants do oot seem 
great. 
He makes no lav ish display . 
He flaunts no 
more lux ury than many a mere millionaire. 
He eats 
no more costly food, wears no finer clothes, driv es no 
better car, than many a man with only a few thou­ 
sands of income. 
And w’hat ex penditure he does 
make on him sdf and his family seems intended to 
keep him fit for further work rather than to giv e him 
pleasure or ease. 
It has been that way with nearly all the men growrn 
v ery rich in this great industrial and commercial age. 
Power it giv es him, to be sure— v ast power. 
And 
perhaps the sense of power is the greatest reward of 
our captains of industry and finance. Yet in his case, 
as in the case of most men of his kind, it is power 
used less for self aggrandizement than for social 


serv ice. 
Ev en the personal impression made by these men 
of great wealth is not what might be ex pected.

A ccidents a t intersections are definitely on the 
decrease, and the sam e situation is confidently ex ­ 
p ected a t the railroad crossing s. 
T he am ount of tim e lost by the stop s is slig ht, 
p articularly on the throug h boulevards.

averag e of three collisions a week occurred there 
has not been an accident since the boulevard stop 
order w ent into effect.

“T his floor tile w as m ade in W est V irg inia, ship ­ 
p ed by P anam a canal to W ilm ing ton harbor then by 
rail ot A rling ton and laid on the floor of the new 
A rling ton bank. 
The freig ht w as $27 1. 
W e have 
better clay s here a t hom e than they have In W est 
Virg inia, but we continue to let W est V irg inia do 
the business. 
W e are p ay ing the freig ht and W est 
V irg inia has the p ay roll.” 
There m ay have been som e g ood reason for im ­ 
p orting this tile from New Jersey ; the P ress is not 
criticising the contractor on the bank building be­ 
cause it has no inform ation as to w hy the tile w as 
broug ht from this g reat distance. 
T his how ever is 
true— the tile floor in the new business office of 
the R iverside D aily P ress was made in Los A n­ 
g eles from Riverside county clay . 
T his sug g ests 
th a t tile flooring cjm be secured nearer than Los A n­ 
g eles. 
M oreover there are p lans now under wray to 
establish a tile industry a t Prado; and it would be 
entirely feasible to do so. 
The clay s of Riverside county , in the Tem escal 
cany on and elsew here, are among the finest in the 
country both in quality and variety ; and m ore in ­ 
dustries based on these clay s should be develop ed 
in the county . 
They furnish the raw m aterial for 
several im p ortant m anufacturing industries in Los 
A ng eles; and it is reg rettable that these p ay rolls 
should not be in R iverside county . 
It is certainly

In every com m unity th ere 
are 
certain 
p ersons 
who m ay be dep ended on to g reet the announcem ent 
of sickness in the neig hborhood w ith som ething less 
than the usual am ount of dep ression. 
To them it 
m eans an op p ortunity to ex hibit the g randest ra i­ 
m ent th a t the w ardrobe affords and to descend a t 
once up on the home of the bed-ridden individual. 
j 
T here they p lant them selves substantially in the 
sick-room and p roceed to en tertain the p atient, who 
is likely to derive far less am usem ent from the visit 
than does the visitor himself. 
In th is instance the 
fem inine p ronoun may p robably invariably be used, 
althoug h every lodg e or brotherhood has ita visiting 
sick com m ittee, w ith a few’ of th is g enus in the 
m asculine g ender, who m ay be relied on to ruin a t 
least one-half day each week in the p leasan t p astim e 
that has been mentioned. 
T here are some sick p eop le who are not dis­ 
turbed by visitors, and who seem to enjoy ill health. 
They are not. however, in the m ajority . 
Probably the reason why m ost invalids p refer to 
be left alone, ex cep t for the visits of those w ith 
w'hom they are intim ate, is the fact th a t few p er­ 
sons seem to have learned sick-room etiquet. 
F or 
m uch the sam e reasons p hy sicians are inclined to 
look with disfavor on too much visiting on their 
p atients, and most hosp itals now aday s lim it def­ 
initely the num ber of visitors th at m ay call on any 
p atient. 
In g eneral, the sickness of the p atient Is a subject 
th a t should be taboo in the sick-room. If the invalid 
him self wishes to talk about it, the visitor m ay lis­ 
ten p atiently and w ith interest, but dep art into some 
m ore am using top ic a t an early op p ortunity . 
T his does not m ean th a t the visitor need im itate 
a dialect comedian or a short story teller, because 
a p erson w'hose tonsils have just been removed or 
who has fifteen to tw enty stitches in his abdom ­ 
inal wall cannot enjoy a hearty laug h. 
C onversation should not be too ex tensive or too 
rap id. 
The m ind of the sick p erson is dulled to 
som e ex tent and occup ied w ith his own troubles 
to a larg e ex tent. 
H e finds it difficult to keep p ace 
with rap id or ex tensive discussions. 
The w om an who is knowrn for the fact th at she 
ihas had five op erations is likely to be a constant 
1 visitor of the sick whom she will reg ale w ith w hat 
1 i3 known as her “org an recital.” 
! 
Then there is the visitor of an historical turn of 
mind w'ho has carefully recorded all of the illnesses 
of his own family and relatives for four g enera­ 
tions, and who delig hts in citing m ortality and m or- 
Ibidity statistics from these affairs. 
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There Is something rev ealing in the endurance of sentiment for 
early associations, for the things connected with our formativ e y ears, 
for the time when the future was a matter of speculation or in­ 
difference. 
There is almost no such thing as planning a life. 
The 
av erage career, whether it be one of distinction or one of ordinary 
routine, takes its course largely through impulse and circumstance, 
often div erted by the most triv ial incidents, seemingly . 
When the 
time comes that our future is fairly well outlined, when speculation 
giv es way in some measure to reflection, we like to retrace our 
steps, especially if we may retrace them in full v igor and without 
melancholy . 
It is interesting and informing to learn that Secretary Hoov er, who 
is conducting about the biggest business of the world, and who has 
achiev ed distinction at home and abroad as a man of uncommon 
sense and v ision in business affairs, withdrew from public v iew long 
enough to spend some day s in the haunts of his childhood, frankly 
confessing on the discov ery of his indulgence that it was all “ a mat­ 
ter of sentiment.” 
We might hav e supposed this man of big and crowding affairs, 
one of the most sought adv isers of the president, who keeps tab on 
the commercial and industrial pulse of the country and studies the 
tendencies of the whole business world, would hav e no time for sen­ 
timent. 
But we find him normal, after all. 
We find him back in the 
old home town of Newberg, Ore., his adv ent unannounced and his 
presence, by his wish, unacclaimed; no celebration ex cept that in 
his own heart; v isiting old friends who knew him only as an "av er­ 
age boy ,” spending three hours with a teacher who remembered his 
inordinate passion for reading, going fishing in the streams he fre­ 
quented in his boy hood, wondering, perhaps, just how it all happen­ 
ed that he should hav e been directed along the course he took from 
the old community to which he had made this sentimental pilgrimage. 
Not that the course was illogical. 
The “ ordinary boy 
had been 
brought up to respect religion and the higher ideals of life. 
He had 
been an eager reader. 
He was inspired by ambition. 
He went 
through college and afterward worked his way through Stanford uni­ 
v ersity . 
He acquired the equipment that accounted for what hap­ 


pened later. 
It often has been observ ed that men of accomplishment are 
especially disposed to rev isit old friends and early env ironments if 
they hav e been long away from them. 
We take it this impulse usu­ 
ally is due to a sense of obligation to early influences, to something 
wholesome and strengthening in the atmosphere and associations, 
something that has been a factor in subsequent success and happi­ 
ness. 
Herbert Hoov er must hav e this feeling, for we are told that, 
although orphaned when quite y oung, he was giv en into good hands, 
to those who fostered his character and ambitions. 
So the distin­ 
guished cabinet member went back to see the people who knew him 


as “ Bert."

T he three constitutional am end­ 
m ents num bered above would 
all 
g ra n t ex em p tion from tax ation and 
before discussing each one individ­ 
ually it is

m ake certain rem arks w ith resp ect 
to th e tendency tow ard th e co n ­ 
tinual g ranting of tax ex em p tions. 
N one of these am endm ents g ra n t 
ex em p tion for the sam e reason but 
in each case the result would be 
th a t by reason of ex em p tion the 
rem aining tax able p rop erty in C al­ 
ifornia would bear a larg er share of 
the to tal tax es to be raised. None of 
these p rop ositions offers to increase 
industry p r business and 
so 
in ­ 
crease the tax roll. 
T here is

feeling 
w hich 
is 
continually 
g row ing 
strong er th a t the p resent tendency 
is tow ard an ex cessive tax burden. 
One of the m ost p oig nant causes in 
national as well as state affairs Is 
th at of increasing tax 
ex em p tions 
and another involves our rap idly in ­ 
creasing ex p enditures. 
T he com m ittee of 
the 
N ational 
T ax A ssociation in 19 21 sum m ed up 
their rep o rt thus: 
"Com m ittee believes th at this A s­

sions of a p rivileg e m aking kind. 
O ur g overnm ent should not 
w ade

to institutions of colleg iate g rade, 
on its building s and equip m ent, ^its 
g rounds w ithin w hich its building s 
aro located, not ex ceeding 100 acres 
in area, its securities and income 
used ex clusively for the p urp ose of 
education. 
T he rep ort of the S tate B oard of 
E qualization for 19 23-19 24 indicates 
th a t the p resent p rivileg e to colleg es 
ex em p ts 31 establishm ents w ith a 
to tal assessed valuation of $4,9 44.- 
29 5.

The nam es of these Institutions 
th a t m ost of them aro n o t now con­ 
ducted for p rofit and th eir 
loca­ 
tions are such th a t it is 
ap p arent 
th a t the com m unities w hich 
they 
are serving are not w ithout th o r­ 
oug hly g ood p ublic school facilities 
of the hig h school g rade. 
Line Hard to Draw 
The line betw een an 
institution 
serving a p ublic p urp ose and one 
of a p rivate ch aracter is often hard 
to draw . All of these schools re p re ­ 
sent eith er th e effort of 
relig ious 
3ects to g ive an education colored 
to the sect’s own satisfaction 
or 
they are for the education of child­ 
ren whose p aren ts can afford to p ay 
for a certain ty p e of school influ­ 
ence. 
A rticle 4, Section 30 of our con­ 
stitutio n “p rohibits help or sup p ort 
or sustenance * * * to an y school 
* • * controlled by 
an y 
relig ious 
sect.” Do we w ish to reverse th a t 
Am erican fundam ental? 
As for th e p rivate schools, can 
not those desiring such advantag es 
for th eir children p ay 
fo r 
tax es 
along w ith th e sp ecial 
advantag es 
sup p osed to come from sp ecial edu­ 
cation? Sp ecial school p rivileg es do 
not m erit equal freedom from ta x a ­ 
tion. 
F o r 
the 
reasons 
enum erated 
above and in line w ith its ex p ressed 
p olicy on the question of tax ex ­ 
em p tion, y our section recom m ends 
th a t y ou vote “no” on th is p rop osi­ 
tion. 
Proposition No. *12 
S. C. A. No. 26 , Tax Ex emption for 
Veterans 
This am endm ent com bines both 
the bounty to veterans and an ex ­ 
em p tion covering the real p rop erty 
owned by the ladies of th e G rand 
A rm y of the Rep ublic and all p rop ­ 
erty owned by the C alifornia Sold­ 
iers’ W idow s Hom e A ssociation. 
The orig inal section has stood for 
m any y ears as rep resentative of the 
assistance w hich the state ex tend­ 
ed to ex -soldiers who have not a c ­ 
quired p rop erty bey ond the value of 
$5,000. T he p rop osed chang e is 
to 
com p lete the veteran s’ 
descrip tion 
only by adding in tw o p laces 
the 
w ords “because of disability re ­ 
sulting from such service in tim e of 
p eace.” 
T his bounty 
is 
op erative 
and 
will continue to be so only to those 
who serve in tim e of w ar or who 
have been honorably discharg ed or 
released from active 
duty 
under 
other honorable 
conditions. 
This 
would ap p ly to the w ar veteran who 
has been discharg ed for disability 
incurred In line of duty but w’hose 
disability is not directly traceable 
to w artim e service, a t least not so 
traced in a leg al sense. 
The to tal ex em p tions under the 
p resent section in 19 23 
num bered 
8 0,430 and am ounted to $44,410,063, 
and in 19 24 they num bered 
9 9 ,645 
and am ounted to $62,59 0,7 10. 
Our 
local assessor estim ates th a t 
the 
num ber of ex em p tions in th is county 
w’ill be som e 37 00 g reater th is y ear 
than last y ear and the adop tion of 
this am endm ent w ill undoubtedly 
result in a still larg er increase. 
Your section 
recom m ends 
th a t 
y ou vote “no” on th is p rop osition 
on the g rounds th a t we m ust call a 
halt to the furth er g rounds 
th at 
those m ost in need of aid (the m an 
who has no 
assets) 
secures 
no 
benefit from th is section of the law’. 
Proposition No. 25 
S. C. A. No. 22, 
Ex emption 
from 
Tax of Cemeteries 
T his am endm ent would 
ex em p t 
from tax ation all p rop erty used or 
held ex clusively for burial of hum an 
dead or for th e care, m aintenance, 
or up keep of such p rop erty or such 
dead ex cep t as used or held for p ro­ 
fit. 
On the g rounds th a t furth er ex ­ 
tension of the tax ex em p tion p rivi­ 
leg e m ust be. stop p ed, y our section 
recom m ends th a t y ou vote “no” on 
this p rop osition.
